WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Missing Excursion lata— Red River Navigation 
—An Eloper berated— Changes Among 
Dominion Olliclals. 

Winnipeg, Aug 10 -(Special) -Ono of 
tho excursionists who arrived from Ontario 
yeBtorday informed .a oitizm to day that 
about six of tho party wore mlBBiDg and 
that ono was roportod to havo fallen off tho 
train betwoen Port Arthur and Rat Portago 
and to havo sustained some injuries from 
the fall. Inquiry waB made at tho C. P. R. 
offices here and the information given thut 
noadvicis of any accident whatevor had 
been received. 

Tho municipalities along the Red rlvor 
are moving in tho matter of improving the 
navigation of that stream from Winnipeg to 
tho lake, and will invite Promier Bowell 
and Hon. Mr. Daly to visit tho rapids and 
tho obstructions when they roturn here. 

A. H. Garfield, a prominent merchant of 
Abordeon, South Dakota, a married man 
who eloped from tuoro with a fifteon-yoar- 
old girl, has been iooatod here, but tho local 
polico have no instructions to interfere. 

Archibald Blue, chief of tho department 
of mines of Ontario, is at Rat Portage on 
route to tho Rainy rivor oountry. 

An Ottawa dispatch says tho latest report 
about the departmental changes in Winni- 
peg is that A. W. Ross is to bo appointed 
Collector of Customs in Winnipeg in plaoo 
of Col. Scott, who is to bo superannuated, 
and that Lisgar will bo opened. 

J. S. Willlson, of tho Toronto Globe, who 
iB hero, will continue his trip to British 
Columbia. 

W. W, Ogilvie, of Montreal, who is hero, 
has given tho boilers and attachments for 
an electric lighting plant at tho Winnipeg 
general hospital. Tho gift amounts to over 
§1,000, and is much appreciated by Winni- 
pegors.

Yesterday afternoon Sir Maokenzle Bowell 
and Hon. T. M. Daly wero present at tho 
loard of trade rooms, which had been 
placed at their disposal for receiving depu- 
tations or individuals dosirous cf interview- 
ing them. The oouncil room of the board 
proving too Bmall to hold all who wished to 
hoar what was going on, a move woa mode 
to tho general meeting hall. 

A deputation consisting of tho Mayor, 
City Clerk Dewier, Aid. Cameron and Wil- 
liams, and tho medioal hoalth effioor, Dr. 
Gso. H. Duncan, wero the first to wait on 
the Premier, in regard Co 

QUARANTINE MATTERS 

The Mayor introduced the subject, point- 
ing out the noceeslty of strictly carrying out 
quarantine regulations at William Head, so 
as to prevent smallpox or cholera being im- 
ported from tho Orient. He would leave to 
Dr. Duncan the explanation of what was 
considered neoossary. 

Dr. Duncan prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that from his own personal observations 
of the Chinese when tbero had been small 
pox in the city they were very hard to deal 
with, as they concealed their cases. He 
had during his visit to China and Japan last 
year gathered information which showed 
that smallpox and cholera wore endemic 
there, and on his roturn had placed his in- 
formation before the council, with the re- 
salt that they had communicated with the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa, ask- 
ing that the same regulations as governed 
at Gross Isle quarantine station, on tho At- 
lantic coast, should be followed here. Thoy 
asked that all the baggage of immigrants on 
vessels from Oriental ports should be disin- 
fected. In reply the department wrote 
that the information was not sufficient to 
bring the vessels arriving at Victoria from 
China and Japan under section 15 of the act, 
which provides : 

" An infected port or country ie a port or 
country where Asiatic cholera or other epi- 
demic disease has been communicated to one 
or moro persons through the medium of an 
infoctod person, personal effects, or other- 
wise. A port or country is not considered 
to be Infected when a single case or Bmall 
number of casoB has boon imported and the 
disease has not been communicated from 
Buch cases. At present by the newspapers 
it was seen that an epidemic of oholera exis- 
ted in Japan, brought over therefrom China 
by the soldiora of the Japanese army during 
the war. Cholera was endemic in both 
.\apan and China ; he learned this from the 
health officials in Hongkong and other 
places, whon he visited the Orient. They 
advised him that, to keep oholera out of 
this country, tha baggage of all 
immigrants from the Orient should be 
thoroughly dislnfeoted, and in fact the 
immigrants themselves. The mere fact of 
delaying a vessel a few hours should not 
count with the Iobs of life that might be oc- 
casioned by oholera bsing brought into the 
country. It would be sufficient to disinfoot 
the baggp.go of the steerage passengera, be 
believed. He was of opinion that China 
should bo considored as coming under sec- 
tion 17 of the aot. 

Hon. Mr. Daly, being more conversant 
with thia branch of tho business, was request- 
ed by tho Premier to reply, and aaia that 
he understood from what Dr. Duncan had 
said that it was deaired only to disinfect the 
steerage baggage. When two yoars ago it 
wob feared that cholora might) bo brought 
into the oountry the baggage of all stoorage 
passengers passing Gtosoe Isle waB diain- 
feotod. That waa discontinued last year, 
however, as no longer necessary. He might 
mention in passing that although this disin- 
fecting was dono at Groaao IbIo the Ameri- 
can seaports did not tako the same 
precaution, but though allowing steer- 
age passengers to come in freely 
from their own ports stoppod immigrants 
who camo through Canadian ports, though 
tho latter wore the only ones where the 
sterilization of tho baggage was carried out. 
In view of the representations mado by Dr. 
Duncan, tho matter would bo communi 
catod to tho Minister of Agriculturo so as to 
show that it waB conaidored by Dr Dun- 
can's own observations that cholera was 
endemic in the Oriental countries, and that 
whether or not infectious diseuso was ram- 
pant at the pons of call, he (tho Doctor) 
was of opinion that tho regulations must bo 

rrled out firmly and strictly. Every 
(ffort would bo mado to meet the wishes of 
Vicvoria in this matter. At tho aamo time 
they must remombor that delays to steamers 
wero oaused, but of courso that could not be 
woighod with tho fact that cholora or small- 
pox must bo kept out. (Applause ) 

Sir Maokonzio Bowell — " You want the 
baggage of the stoorage pusBongers always 
disinfected ?" 

Dr. Dunoan — " Yes, until we find from 
authoritativo sources tho facts relating to 
the diseases in tho countries from ivhioh 
they oomo." He boliovod that a good plan 
would bo not to allow any steerago passen- 
gers aboard at Hongkong till their baggage 
was disinfected. 

Mr. Dowlor, the city olerk, referring to 
tho difficulty of obtaining reliable informa- 
tion as to the state of health matters in 
China, said that as it would be impossible 
for the provincdUo take up tho matter the 
deputation would rospeotfully recommend 
that the Dominion govornment appoint a 
commissioner to visit. China and Japan to 
find out what quarantine regulations existed 
and tho extent of the disease and to get 
statistics relating thereto. 

Sir Maokonzio Bowell promised that tho 
wholo mattor should havo immediate atten- 
tion. The Department of Agriculture and 
tho government had never failed to take 
any stops to prevent tho introduction of dis- 
ease. Thoy would avail themselves of the 
valuable information presented to them.

Ottawa, Aug. 10.— The Dominion statls- 
tician has analyzed tho revised voters' lists 
of 1894 for this year's book. It shows that 
1,350.735 people wero entitled to vote at tho 
next general olection, a gain of 221,498 over 
the revision of 1891. Twenty-eeven per 
cent, of the population of tho Dominion are 
qualified voters by the revision. Ontario 
gains 81,222, Quoboo 49,418, Nova Scotia 
21,079, Now Brunswick 21,170, P. E. Island 
1,180, Manitoba 18,979, tho Territories 484, 
Uritiah Columbia 23.610. ThiB is a gain of 
104 por cent., British Columbia having now 
38,010 voters against 11, 400 by tho lists of 
1891. 

The Canadian Jookoy Club is shortly to 
apply for letters patent of incorporation. 
The promotors are Toronto, Montreal, Lon- 
don, Hamilton and Qjebeo horse owners. 
They propose starting a Canadian stud book 
for pedigreed horses and running race meet- 
ings ; capital stock $10,000. 

The railways oontreing here report an 
immense incroase in the freight and passen- 
ger business. 

Father Paradis called at the interior de- 
partment to day and reported tho bucoobs of 
his settlement in the Nipissing district, On- 
tario. Five hundred repatriated Frenoh- 
Canndians from Michigan denounces the re- 
ports of the failure of tho settlement scheme 
as a malicious untruth, circulated by politi- 
cal agents sent from Miohigan to discourage 
emigrants and induce them to return to the 
States. Father Paradis says that not one 
man roturned. Most of the families have 
now ten acres under orop. 

The department of the interior has been 
obliged to change the wording of tho form 
of affidavits for homesteading. A settler 
managed to obtain a third entry under the 
old form by concealing the faot that he had 
already obtained patents for two home- 
steads. 

An order-in-council has been passed re- 
ducing the timber dues on timber cub in the 
railway belt of British Columbia from five 
por oent. upon salos to fifty cents per thou- 
sand feet on all loga out on these berths. A 
rebate is also allowed of forty cents per thou- 
sand feet on manufactured lumber exported 
from the province. The rebato does not 
apply, however, to lumber shipped to Mani- 
toba and the Northwest. T'.io provincial 
government reduced its dues on timber out- 
side tho belt to 50 cants per thousand, with 
a rebate of 25 cents on all lumber exported. 
Tho owners of limits in che belt thereupon 
petitioned the Dominion government for an 
equivalent reduction, olalming that they 
could not compete otherwise with lumber- 
men cutting outside the railway belt.

Moncton, N.B., Aug. 16. — Interest in 
the contest in Westmoreland is very keen, 
and Increases daily. The Orangemen met 
last evening to consider the bringing out of 
a third candidate. They havo received a 
proposition from tho Patrons to unite with 
them. A committee of Orangemen has been 
appointed to confor with the Patrons. 
Should tho third party nominate a man 
to-morrow it will greatly intensify the bit- 
torncBB of the campaign. 

En Bnale for China. 

Montreal, Aug. 16 —Bishop Soheroshen- 
sky, for 27 years a bishop of tho Protestant 
Episcopal church in China, but now re- 
lieved, has passed through here from Boston 
to Vancouver nn his way toShaDghai, whore 
he intends to complete his Chinese transla- 
tion of tho Bible, 

Mantel Factory (Jutted. 
Toronto, Aug. 10 — Tho Gaorgo L. Diohl 
Co. 'a mantol and grato manufacturing place 
in the west ond was gutted by fire early this 
morning. Loss $20,000. 

Hltlcn by a Mad Doe- 
London, Aug. 10. — A 4 year-old girl named 
Evans was bitten by a dog on Tueaday. That 
night tho dog died of what is claimed to bo a 
genuine caBO of hydrophobia, the usual symp- 
toms of frothing at tho mouth and oonvul- 
BionB having developed. On the advioo of 
tho family physician, Dr, Maoarthur, the 
ohild has boon taken to Now York, whore 
sho will go under the Pasteur treatment. 

Death of on Octogenarian. 

Toronto, Aug. 16. — John Hall, who had 
seen forty years' sorvlco in the customs 
house at Niagara, died yosterday in his 83rd 
yoar at that place. Mr. Hall was superan- 
nuated several years ago. 

United Caledonian Association. 

Montreal, Aug. 16. — The annual conven- 
tion of the United North American Cale- 
donian Association opened here to-day with 
Wm. Loioh, of Philadelphia, in the chair. 

To Visit the Northwest. 

Ottawa, Aug. 16 —Prof. Oloskow, who 
occupies tho chair of agrioulturo In Lemberg 
Univorsity, Auatria, along with a represen- 
tative farmer from tho district from whioh 
ho comos, left hero for Winnipeg yostorday 
to make a tour of Manitoba and the 
Northwest. Thoy havo been Bent here 
by tho Austrian govornment to inquire 
into Canada as a field for immigration 
from Austria. Cutil recently the Aus- 
trian government waB opposed to emi- 
gration. Howovor, there are a number of 
oongosted districts, which makes immigra- 
tion necoBsary, and over 50,000 pooplo left 
there for Brazil some time ago. This field 
proved disastrous to those going there, and 
now the Austrian govornment is going to 
boo if Canada would not be a good plaoo to 
send its surplus population to. Both Olos- 
kow and his travelling companion will make 
reportB on the oountry. They will go, if 
possible, aB far as the Coast, but will spend 
most of their time in Manitoba and the Ter- 
ritories. 



London, Aug. 16.— Mr. Thomas Louth, 
Liberal, for the West Division of Islington, 
resumed the debate on John Dillon's motion 
for an amendment to the address in reply to 
the Queen's speech, declaring the necessity 
of immediate legislation on tho land ques- 
tion in Ireland, in accordance with the 
recommendations of lost year'a committeo. 
Mr. Lough said it waa a great mistake on 
the part of successive governments to ignore 
the poverty in Ireland when taxation had 
been increased one and one half at times 
during the laat half century, while the popu- 
lation had decreaaod. 

Sir Albert Kaye Rollit, member for the 
South Division of Islington, and preaident of 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
the United Kingdom, progressive Conserva- 
tive, remarked chat he did not see any rea- 
son why the government should not settle 
the evioted tenant difficulty thia session. 

Mr. T. M. Healy criticized the action of 
Mr. Gerald Balfour in obtaining an engage- 
ment from Judge Kowlay, ono of the land 
commissioners, to defer judgment in the 
land case bofore him pending the govern- 
ment's Irish land legislation. Mr. Healy 
said that any English judge would have 
been removed from the bench for making 
such an agreement and described thosub-land 
commissioners as not being judges, but day 
laborers. The Speaker waa compelled fre- 
quently to call Mr. Healy to order. The 
latter concluded with remarking that the 
big government majority represented fluctu- 
ations in English political feeling, while the 
Nationalists represented the permanent ele- 
ment of Irish nationality, 

Mr. Dillon's amendment was finally nega- 
tived by a vete of 297 to 124, and Mr. John 
Redmond's amendment calling upon the 
government to declare their policy in regard 
to Heme Rule, the reform of the land law, 
the compulsory purchase of land, evioted 
tenants, and the Industrial conditions of Ire- 
land, waa rejeoted by a vote cf 243 to 113. 

John J. Clancy, the Irish Nationalist 
member for Dublin County North, moved 
an amendment in favor of reconsidering the 
sentences of the Irish political prisoners. 
He said he hoped the government would do 
Sv methlng to close this old sore and to pro- 
mote better feeling between the two coun- 
tries by granting them amnesty. 

Sir Matthew White Ridley, secretary of 
state for home affaire, said in reply that it 
was his duty to satisfy himaelf whether or 
not there has been any miscarriage of justice. 
At present he was engaged In a research to 
ascertain this. If the accused were guilty 
their orimos were atrocious and deserved 
severe punishment. He was unable to 
promise to grant amnesty. Mr. Clancy then 
withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Price inquired if the government was 
aware that the present exclusion of Cana- 
dian storo cattle had oansed, and was caus- 
ing, severe Iobs to some agricultural dis- 
tricts, and whether the restriction can be re- 
moved. 

The president of the board of agriculture, 
Mr. Walter Long, replied that as late as 
July 10 cases of cattle suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia had beon found among cargoes 
coming from Canada, and tho government 
in consequence must maintain tho restric- 
tions placed upon such oattle. Mr. Long 
added that the government was communi- 
cating with tho government of the Dominion 
of Canada on the subject. 

The Under Secretary of the Foreign office, 
Mr. George L. Cuizin, replying to a ques- 
tion put by Mr. Edward E. Carson, said 
the government had not deemed it advisable 
to raise the question of monetary compensa- 
tion for tho relatives of the Chinese mas- 
sacres until the culprits had been punished. 

The Irish party met to-day in committeo 
room 15 for the election of a Conservative 
committee, Mr. Healy's supporters appear- 
ed too apathetio and Boveral of them re- 
mained in the House of Commons 
while the meeting was proceeding. 
After three houra discussion of Mr. 
Hoaly's conduot in tho Omagh affair, 
tho meeting adjourned, but resumed at nine 
o'clock and sat till midnight. It is under- 
stood that a motion was carried censuring 
Mr. Healy. It will be remembered that at 
the Nationalists' convention at Omagh, 
County Tyrone, on July 8, Mr. Hoaly ao- 
cuBod John Dillon of soiling the Tyrone 
Beats in parliament to the English Lib- 
orals. |He produced a letter from 
Edward Blake to Privy Councillor 
Dillon, asking that Tyrone should be 
subildlzed in the Bum of £200 henceforth by 
the Liberals. He assorted that Thomas 
Ellis, the then government whip, consented 
to this on condition that tho seats should be 
considored Liberal and not Homo Rule. 

The Times says the Irish meeting to all 
intents and purposes resulted in a Hoalyite 
viotory. 

Favors the Metrical System, 
London, Aug. 17. — Tho parliamentary 
committee having tho matter under con- 
sideration has replied in favor of the adop- 
tion of the metrical system of weights and 
moasuroB to be made compulsory two years 
hence. The Daily News urgos the govern- 
ment to endeavor to aot In accordance with 
the committee's advice.

It will bo soon that tho Liboral vote in 
1S95 diminished by 84,492 while tho Union- 
ist voto inoroaeed by 149,630, making a not 
Unionist gain of 234,122 or rather moro 
than a million and a half of voters. 
There is a slight additional gain in tho un- 
contested constituencies. Of thoBe, bhoro 
were 119 in England, 2 in Wales, 11 
in Scotland and Gl in Ireland, a total 
of 189 members elected without oppo. 
eition. Most of these wero contoBtod in 
1392 ; others vvoro contesbod in 1SS6, and 
only a very fow wero unpolled in 1885. The 
votoa In tho last contest, when analyzed, 
aggregated, show tho following majorities ; 
England, 111 mombors, UnioniBt majority, 
185 897 ; England, 8 memborB, Homo Rulo 
majority, 19.8S5 Wales, 2, Home Rulo 
majority, 8,594. Scotland, G mombors, 
Unionist majority, 4 859 ; Scotland, 1 mem- 
ber, Home Rulo majority, 2,413. Ireland, 
15 members, Unionist majority, 38,886 ; 
Ireland, 40 members, Homo Rulo majority, 
109,218. Totals 189 members, Unionist 
majority, 229,218 ; Home Rule majority, 
2!)0,110. Not Unionist majority on uncon- 
toBtod olootions, 29,514 This total, added 
to tho gain mentioned above, makeB tho full 
transference of votoB to tho Unionists, 
263,636.

Decllue in Wheat — Big: Output of 
Iron— Failures of the 
Week. 



New York, Aug. 1G — R. G. Dun's re- 
view of the week saya : It ia a belated 
season, a frost may sot everything back. 
Tbe heavy buainesa which ought bo have 
beon dene in May ond June waa pushed into 
July, so that tho midsummer deoiino duo in 
in July cornea in August. Wibh this in 
mind one is not surprised to find tho 
shrinkage from July to August rather 
more conspicuous than usual. Tho dis- 
appointing orop reports of last Saturday, 
bhough evidenbly distrusted, lessen confi- 
dence in regard to tho future of trade, and 
even Borne speculators gain by them. Hick 
of all doubts ie the faob bhab the induntries 
are doiDg bettor than anybody could have 
expooted. The output of pig iron on 
Auaust 1 was 180,525 bons woekly, 
or 174,505 by another report, In either 
case closo to tho largest output in 1893. 
Bessemer iron is $14 15 at Pittsburg ; platoa 
have advanaed $1 per ton, though other 
prices are in some cases shaded at tho last. 
The avoraee of prices of iron products has 
risen 2 per cent. In AuguBt, following 13j 
per cent, in July and 12 per conb. In Juno. 
Tho sales of steel rails in 1895 to August 1 
wero 820,000 tonB and tho deliveries 582,- 
000. Wages in this industry have been 
generally advanoed, and strikes are few, 
Textile Imports have been very heavy 
with advances in cotton goods to some 
extent. Woollen manufacturers find in 
thoir way largo aalea of foreign goods at 
prices which cauaed official investigation. 
Crop reportB modified expectations as to 
cotton and wheat, and cotton speculators 
have bought, lifting tho prico 5 16, while 
wheat, with more evidence of leos in yield, 
has declined IJo. The failures for tho week 
have been 19G in the United States, against 
229 laBt yoar, and 38 in Canada, against 45 
last year. 

BradBtrset's to morrow will Bay : Mid 
summer quiot is moro conspicuous than it 
was a week ago, though loss so in indusulal 
than in commercial lineB. Aa a rulo loading 
manufacturing industries aro exceptionally 
busy for tho season, und ib is worth adding 
thutthoincroaso inoubput.domand and prices 
for iron and steel still continue. Tho total 
bank oloarlngs for tho woek in the Dominion 
of Canada, at Montreal wore $11,412,326, 
incroase 21 7 ; Toronto $5,240,518, inoroaao

Wlunipeg $753,533, docrooso 10 8 ; Hamil- 
ton $089,457, doaroase 28 5. Total 51!),. 
240 049, decrease 19 8.

of huving the Indian resorvo in the limua of 
the city done away with, and said the 
board would like to know whothor Che 
matter wua any further pdvunced towards 
a settlement. Ho next britlly referred to 
the resolution panned somo timo ago in favor 
of a bonua for the extension of the E. & N 
railway. The hoard aud city council were, 
he said, unanimously in fivor of 
this, and ho regretted that the gov- 
ernment had not granted that bonus. This 
waa a matter which must be viewed 
somewhat differontly from grants asked by 
other roads, for the E. &. N. people had the 
necosaary money to go ahead with tho work 
provided i hoy received'tho bonua. A sore 
point waa the failure of the C. P. R. Oriental 
liners to land hero. He now understood 
that the company woro ready to bring their 
veaaela into tho wharf it one or two email 
spots wero dredged out. If this waa so the 
govornmont could easily order the steam 
drodgor to complete the work. A light on 
Fiddle reef to onablo veasols to come through 
the inner channel in rough weather waa also 
badly needed. Mr. Ker further said it was 
complained that the Dominion did not make 
such expenditures in the province as the 
revenue received from British Columbia 
warranted. Though it might bo argued 
that tho building of tho C.P.R. into the 
province was an offaet against this, ho held 
that aa tho building of that line waa one of 
the terms of union, it should not be con- 
considered in tho calculation. Ho hopod 
the government would give serious con- 
sideration to tho fact that when British 
Columbia asked for greater expenditures on 
public works, the waa Dot a«king for what 
was unreasonable. 

Hon. Mr. D ily in regard to tho Songheoa 
reaorvo, while regrotting that tho city had 
to put up with a reserve in its midst, said 
thero had boon many efforts to settle tho 
matter. The dilliculty waa that this, as 
well as some five or six othor reserves, waa 
in a different position to the bulk of Indian 
reaorvea. The Songheoa reaerve waa held by 
the government in ti uat for the Indiana and 
though thero wero only 16 of theso Indiana 
left, they could not be removed or the land 
dlsposod of without their consent. No part 
of tho reserve could be disposed of except 
for railway purposes. Thon again, there 
was a question as to whom the reversionary 
right belonged In case the Indiana allowed 
tho land to ba sold. Tho Dominion and 
Province both claimed the reversionary right 
and finally it had been arrangod to submit a 
caBo for the decision of tho Supreme court. 
He believed, however, that within the next 
three months this question would be 
decided. Aa to the E. & N. railway, 
he could say that the question of 
giving a bonua for its extension 
had been moat peraiatently urged upon the 
government by the city's representatives. 
He might say that though tho members from 
B C. were few they were most active and 
energetic in their effjrta to do aa much aa 
they could for tho province of which thoy 
were repreaentatives. (.\pp!auae ) He was 
entirely of the view that as soon aa it waa 
in a position to do ao the government 
Bhould grant a bonua to the E. & N. exten- 
sion, aa he well rocognized the importance 
of openiDg up tho northern part of the 
Island. He would remind them, however, 
that the government had persistently re- 
fused aid to any railway bulldiDg thia ses- 
sion, and so British Columbia had only been 
treated the same as othor parts of the Do- 
minion. The polioy Inaugurated by Sir 
John Macdonald had been adhered, to that 
subsidies to railways should ba given from 
surplus revenue. Therefore, in view of the 
state of the finances It had been decided iast 
session to give ao aid to railways, and this 
was adhered to. As to government aid in 
railway building, he would instance the 
bonus givsn to tho Okanagan & Shuswap, 
Nakuap k Sloo^n, the Columbia & Kootenay 
and the B.C. Sou.hern rt ads as proof that 
the government was alive to the faot that by 
the building of railroads the resources of the 
province were to be doveloped. He hoped, 
too, that tho govornmont would soon Bee its 
way to help build a railway into Cariboo 
and alao to assiat in tho extension of the E. 
cfc N riilway. 

Mr. Ker next brought np the claim of 
British Columbia to representation in the 
cabinet, brit fly pointing out tho neceaaity of 
having aomo one who thoroughly understood 
the matters of importance that constantly 
aroao concerning tho province. 

Sir Mackeizie Bowoll on riaing to Bpoak 
waa received with a routd of applause. He 
alluded to the fact that he had on a 
formor ocoaaion spoken before the 
Bo^rd of Trade at Victoria. Turning 
first to the subsidy question, he 
said that it had boon tho policy of the gov- 
ernment since 1878, that when they had 
money to expend it should be givon for de- 
veloping the country's resources. That 
course will be alill pursued and aa soon as 
circumstances justify it, and tho E. & N 
extension will be ono of the first to re- 
ceivo attention. It had boen said by Mr. 
Ker that the E & N. railway was an ex 
. ceptional case, but ho might say that the 
other parte of tho oountry all made that 
claim. This matter has been brought 
to tho front porsistontly by Messrs, 
Earlo and Prior and ho had had many 
tussela with thorn uvor it. Ae to tho 
docking of tho stoamers at tho outer wharf, 
he had been told by someone siuco his ar- 
rival hore that tho C.P.R. objected to bring 
their vesselB In, ob tho chart did not show 
the dopth of water. If it waa neceaaary to 
mako a further appropriation for the pur- 
poae of making it eo that tho vessels wuuid 
dock at tho outer wharf, tho matter would 
receive the consideration of tho govern- 
ment and the Miniator of Public Works. 
Hia aoorotary had already made a note 
on tho Fiddlo reef light matter and 
the attention of the Minister of Marine 
would be called to it. As to the subject of 
expenditures, that wae a rathor largo and 

feneral aubjeot to indulge in now. Mr. 
Lor had argued that tho building of the 
C.P.R. line in tho province being ono of tho 
ter.ua of union Bhould not bo referred to. 
Carrying out tho Bamo line of argument 
logically, the amount of cuatoma dutiea paid 
by tho province Bhould not bo coneidered, aa 
the cuatoma revenue was handed over to the 
Dominion ae ono of the termB of union. 
He waa expreaeing no opinion, but sim- 
ply ehowing whoro auoh on argumont 
would load. As to cuBtoma rovenua he no- 
ted tho fact that while a few ycara ago Quo- 
boo and Montreal paid about three timoB 
what all Ontario did in duties, yet Ontario 
consumed threoquartora of tho goods 
brought into tho country. That showed 
that though tho duties wero paid at tho sea- 
port tho whole oouutry shared in oon«uming 
the imports. 

Mr. Eirlo interposed that this did not ap- 
ply to Britiih Columbia. All the goods that 
paid duty in British Columbia wore conaum- 
od hore. 

The Premier replied, admitting that, tho 
inter-provincial trade and oonneotion helped 
the progress of tho wbolo oountry. As to 
cabinet representation, it was ono of the 
most difficult questions to deal with. Thoro 
wae no doubb that a man from 
British Columbia would know better 
than a man living in tho centre of the coun- 
try what was beBt for the province. He 
pointed out that the country hod lost three 
premiers sines tho last general oleotion, and 
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said that when ho was cilled upou to form 
a government he had accapted it ae it was. 
It would bn a matter of extreme dolioioy to 
i ell one of its members to leave in order to 
muko way for someone else. Such a diffi- 
culty would not present itself after a gen- 
eral election, when a premier would hive a 
freer hand. By this explanation of tho dif- 
ficulty ha did not mean to say that the in- 
terest of any aoction of tho country 
would be lost sight cf. Aa to promisee, 
he had ever made it a principle 
nevor to mako a promiao unleea ho waa 
auro he oould carry it out. Ho would, 
therefore, confine himself to promising that 
In so far aa in him lay any roasonablo repre- 
sentation made in tho general interest rf the 
country, he would endeavor to carry out to 
tho fullest extent. Ho would Bay for himaolf 
and his colleagues that thoir aim waB to gov- 
ern in tho Interests of tho country at largo 
and not of any individual section of id. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Lieut. Col. Prior, M.P., would like to ask 
that suppose there wae a surplus would tho 
government givo the E & N. subsidy ? 

Tho Premier replied that he would do all ho 
could to meet t ho wishes of the city as Boon aa 
circumstances permitted. 

Mr. John Russell then brought up a 
private grievance and handed over eome 
papera in tho matter, which tho Premier 
promised to forward to the Miniator of 
Justice. 

Aid. R. T. Williams wanted to know how 
the gevernment could reconcile the faot of 
giving a bonuB thia year to tho C.P.R. with 
refusing aid to other railways. 

Sir Mackenie said it waa very easy to an- 
ewer that question as the statement made by 
Mr. Williams was not correct. Thero waa no 
subsidy givon. Thero had been, howovor, 
a readjuatment of the postal subsidy, and 
the C.P.R. were givon increased pay fer 
greater work done. Thia same thing had 
been repeatedly dono with othor railways. 
They might just as well charge him 
with subsidizing a steamer to-day when 
ho took upon himself to promise that a 
Bteamor should receivo a small amount for 
one trip, ao that tho mail might be taken up 
to the Norwegi.n settlement at Bulla 
Coola. 

Hon. Mr. D.lyremaiked that Mr. Wil- 
liams waa not correut in saying that the 
government had refused aid tu the E ft N. 
railway txteneion. The government n»d 
only said that thlB 8eaBion they cjuld i;tve 
no bonua to railwayB. Tho government 
were anxious as far as poaaible to assist ool- 
onlzition roads, and he would aay that aa 
Boon aa tho government were again in a 
position to grant subsidies the E. k N. rail- 
way would be tho first to receivo the §3,200 
a mile subsidy. 

DAKOEY ISLAND LA/.AKETTO. 

Mr. Williama then brought up the sub- 
ject of the Darcey island lazaretto, and aaid 
it waa unfair, while the Dominion govern- 
ment bear the full cost of the laxuetto in 
New Brunswick, they ahould refuBe to take 
over tho one on the Pacific coast. 

Hon. Mr. Daly replied that the New 
Brunuwick lazaretto hod been taken over by 
the Dominion as one of the termB of union 
with that province. 

Mr. J. J. Forrester hoped the government 
In dealing with the questions laid before 
them would take Into consideration tho im- 
portance of the province in resources and 
by its position. 

The letter of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade on dutieB on component parts of fish- 
ing nets waa brought up by Mr. Ker, and 
the Premier promised to givo the matter his 
attention. 

It was nearly aix o'clock whon the meet- 
ing broke up. 

CHINESE BOARD OF TRADE. 

Afterwards tho Premier and Hon. Mr. 
Oaly met the ChineBe Board of Trade In 
their room at Tai Yuno's, and held a consul- 
tation with them through the interpreter, 
Mong Kow, aa to aomo grievances tho Chi- 
nese had about cuatoma charges, 

Tho Premier's party leav* to-morrow 
morning for tho Eiet, tho Quidra going 
round to Oik Bay to tako tht>m aboard, 
thence steaming to Vancouver.

THE COWICHAN INDIANS. 

To the EDITOR :— In referring to my let 
ter on tho Cowichan Indiana you are good 
enough in your editorial of this morning to 
Bay that it " is vi ry interesting and ingeni- 
ous," but add that " nothing is easier than 
to make miatakea when we view tho Indian 
question from the etandpoint of aontiment." 
I Btippoae tho inference from thoao expres- 
aionB ia that I have treated the matter sen- 
timentally and erroneously ; if tho latter I 
should doem it a favor if you will point out 
the miBtakes so that I may correct them. 
As regards aontlmont, if you reconaldor my 
letter you will see that my conclusions are all 
baaed on judicial decisioaa and instructions 
from or pronouncements by Imperial or 
Colonial authorities. I preaontod tho legal 
claim of tho Cowiahana to Uncled and pisca- 
torial rights ; the moral claim ia oven 
stronger. Speaking of tho former genoral 
Indian policy of this provinoo I especially 
referred inquiro's to the very able official 
report of tho thon Attorney-General, now 
tho Hon, Mr. Justice, Walkom. 

I am heartily in accord with many of your 
expressions regarding tho Indian question. 
As you aay, it should bo bettor understood, 
especially in view of the faot that it may 
shortly come into "practical politics "—aa 
witnesB tho Songheo reserve.

THE QUEEN'S SPEECH. 

It may bo gathered from tho Queen's 
Speech that tho Government havo decided 
upon acting promptly and vigorously if need 
ba to protect missionarioa and othor British 
subjeots in China and to preserve the de 
fenceless inhabitants of Armenia from fur- 
ther outrage This is a policy which will 
bo popular with men and women in Great 
Britain of all parties and all olaases. The 
people of England sympathize with the op 
pressed in all lands. Thoy are as far aa 
possible from being cynical. They listen 
with horror and indignation to accounts of 
oppression and cruelty, no matter where 
they are committed, and they are ready to 
go almost any length in upholding their 
Government when it undertakes to call the 
oppressor to account. Mr. Gladatono never 
loab the popularity he gained by protest 
lng aB ho did against the atrocities com 
mitted by the unspeakable Turk in 
Bulgaria ; and Lord Salisbury will win for 
himself the warm affection of the best part 
of the British nation if ho suoceoda in hav 
ing tho administration of government in 
Armenia so regulated that wrong and out 
rage committed in that part of tho Turkish 
empire inhabited by the Armenians can no 
longer go unpunished. Ho will get less 
credit for protecting missionaries in China 
and their households, for that doea not seem 
to the people so didioult a matter as to pub 
an end to the oppression of the Armenians — 
and ib is besides moro in the way of hia 
ordinary duty as Prime Minister. A vigor 
oua foreign policy as far as China and Turkey 
are concerned cannot fail of being warmly 
approved by the British people. 

The Government, as might be expeoted, 
have had no hesitation in stating in the 
plainest and the most forcible way possible 
the course thoy intond to pursue with re 
spect to Homo Rule for Ireland. This strong 
utteranco will delighb a very large propor 
tion of the pooplo of Great Britain, and the 
Home Rulers are not likely to find faulb 
wibh ib. The attitude of unohanging and 
inflextblo opposition is what thoy must havo 
expected from tho Unionist party, and they 
muat respect Mr. Gerald Balfour for having 
had the courage and the honesty to describe 
tho attitude which the Government has us 
sumed on tho question in terms that leavo 
no room for mistake or misunderstanding. 
Tho silenco of tho Govornmont as to their 
domoatio policy waa judicioua ; aa they had 
no meaauroB to submit to Parliament, tho 
senalblo thing waa to bo ailont about what 
they propoae to do. 

UNRELIABLE CHARTS. 

It is not pleasant to learn that one of tho 
onuses of tho grounding of tho Warrimoo 
waa an unreliable chart. Providentially tho 
Warrimoo ran on tho rocks in tho day timo 
and when tho weather, with tho exooption 
of the fog, was fine. If aho had stranded in 
tho night and in a storm, tho probability Ib 
that ovory soul on board cf hor would havo 
boen lost. If a shipwreck on tho coast of 
Nova Scotia, Now Brunswick or Princo 
Kdward Ialand oould be traood to a de- 
fective charb — a chart that showed 
say six fathoma of water whon lliero 
waa not muoh moro] than aB many foet, 
indignant protests would bo made and tho 
Govornmont would bo hold responsible for 
the disaster. 

Tho mishap to tho Warrimoo is nob 
the first disaster in British Columbia 
wabora that could bo clearly traced to a de- 
fective chart, a charb that allowed deep 
water when the rock waa within a few feet 
of the surface. Tho writer wbb bold not 
vory long ago by a very intelligent ship- 
master thut if he had followed tho directions 
of the ohorb in ontoring one of the North- 
ern harbors of the Province, ho would cer- 
tainly havo run hia ship ashore. Those 
faots show that uo time should be lost 
in oommonoing a thorough hydrographlo 



survey of tho coast of the Province. 
Tho authoritiea should nob wait until 
the oocurronoe of aomo appalling disaster 
beforo undertaking thib -necessary work, 
The commerce of tho [Province is alroady 
considerable, it is rapidly inoroaBing, 
and its coasting trade has attained consider- 
able dimensions. Aa long aa the charts of 
the couft are not to be rolled upon the ship- 
ping and the trado of the Province cannot 
bo properly developed. Bosidea, the want 
of reliable charta greatly und needlessly in- 
oreaso tho risk to life and property. Ic ia 
b .uprising that measures havi nob boen 
taken before now to make the navigation of 
tho coast safor than it is, particularly as this 
is a matter of Imperial as well as of Colonial 
concern.

"A VEGETARIAN." 

A Vogctarian in China ie nob a harmlesa 
enthusiast who has taken it into hia head 
that ib is demoralizing, physically, intellec- 
tually and spiritually, to eat flesh, and who, 
in order to make his worka aooord with hia 
faith, ia among tho mildeat and the moat 
long-suffering of human beings. The worst 
that his frienda oan Bay about the Canadian 
vegetarian la that he is a crank. But the 
Chinese Vegetarian ia deacribod aa a politi- 
cal plotter. He hates the Government and 
Ib continually conspiring against it. He is, 
boaldes, fiercely intolerant. He has a bibter 
antipathy to Europeans and Americana be- 
oauao they oat meat. Being believers in 
the transmigration of eoula thoy must 
look upon the eatera of fleah as 
oannibulj who kill and eat tho animals 
whioh aro for the timo inhabited by the 
souls ib may be of their kindred. Ib Ib not 
surpriaing'thab the Chinese Vegetarian can- 
not look kindly on the man who may have 
killed and eaten his mother- in-law, who in 
her transmigration to a higher atato of 
being had boon transformed into a fat 
turkey or a scraggy aheop. At any rate, if 
our information is correct, Vegotariau in 
Cuina is another name for a conspirator, a 
possible rebel and a fauaticu! hater of 
foroignorB of all nations and all occupations. 
Ib may be inferred from thia that the Gov- 
ernment do nob regard them with a friendly 
eye, and it might be supposed that loyal 
ChineBo offioials will not grieve vory sorely 
when it beoomes their duty to punish them 
for having committed outrages on mission- 
aries and their families. 



JAPANESE ADAPTABILITY. 

The oaso and tho readiness with which 
tho Japanose have adopted the UBagon and 
tho improvements of tho highor civilization 
of Europo haB boon a matter of unceaeing 
wonder to all who have closely and intelli- 
gently obaorvod the changea that have taken 
place in Japan during tho last twonty five 
yoari" or so. The Japanose appear to have 
very little of the conservatism of Eistorn 
pooplos. Thoy have only to bo convinced 
that tho now way ia better than tho old and 
thoy adopt it without reluctance or delay" 
Thoy havo changod thoir political constitu- 
tion and thoir form of government without 
an apparent Btrugglo. Tho rovolutiona 
which in othor countriea it haa taken cen- 
turies to bring about, and that, too, at the 
exponBO of hundroda of thouaanda of lives, 
havo boon poacofully offootod in Japan 
in a few yeara. So roadlly waa 
tho ohango of governmental inatitu- 
tiona offectod that it waa aald that a 
aimilar ohango oould bo as roadily made in 
thoir roligiouB beliefs and formB. This waB 
perhaps a jocular oxaggoration. Tho Japar- 
oso have not boen so prompt in adopting tho 
religious beliefs of tho WeBtern nations as 
thoy havo boon in taking up their political 
oroodB, but tho progroas whioh missionaries 
havo mado in tho country of lato years has 
boon surprising, as tho following figuros, 
which we beliovo are quite roliablo, will 
show : 

In 1809 thero were 20 Protestant mission- 
arioa and 8 baptized natives in all Japan. 
Now there are UOO Protestant, with 200 
Roman and Greek missionaries ; -10,000 Prn- 
toatanb Church membsra, boaidoa 7,'),00() 
Catholic adhoronta. Tho whole Blblo haa 
beon translated into JapaneBe, with more 
than a million copioa of at leaab ono Tosta- 
mont eoattorod through the land ; nob loaa 
than forty wookly, monthly, or quarterly 
nowapapora and magazines aro under Chris- 
tian managomont, together with hundroda 
of different worka covoring ovory depart- 
ment of Chriatian truth, apooulativo and ap- 
plied. 

In 1809 there waa nob a single Japanoao 
organisation for the propagation of Chris- 
tianity. Now bhoro are nearly 400 
Protoatant churoheB, half a dozen homo mis- 
sionary soolotioB, 50 Young Men's Christian 
Asaooiations, 57 Christian Endeavor Socie- 
ties, 18 circles of King's Daughters, aevonal 
Chautauqua circloa, 20 high-grade Christian 
schools for boys and 50 for girls, 100 nighb, 



industrial and othor special sohoola and 
olaases, 12 Protestant and 17 Roman Catho- 
lic orphan asylums, two asylums for the 
aged, ono for abandoned women, a dczsn dis- 
pensaries, two lopar hospitals, special mis- 
sions for tho blind, the doaf, for railway em- 
ployes, polioemeu, discharged prisoners, Lao 
Choo Islandora, and tho mild mannered 
Ainu, of which latter race 450 are Chris- 
tiana ; also work among convicts in four 
great prisons nf Kokkaldo, and among 20,000 
Japaneao in Hawaii. 

Then two Congregational missionaries had 
just arrived in the land, with one Chiiatian 
Japanese studying in an American college. 
Now thoro are 70 missionaries on the ground, 
40 Kumiai workers educated or studying 
abroad, 75 Kumiai or Indrpendenb church 
organic uions, with a membership of 12 000, 
oontributlrjg §25,000 a your for various pur- 
poaea ; acting puetore, 31 ordained men, U0 
Evangelist" und Bible women, at least 100 
sihool or languago teachers and a large 
amount of untubalatod and philanthropic 
enterprises done in tho name of difcipleahip. 

The above faotB and statistics are taken 
from tho advanoo sheets tf the report of 
the Rev. James H. Pettie, of Okayama, 
Japan, to the American Board of Foreign 
Missions. That roport says that tho pro- 
gress of tho missionaries in Japan waa at 
first vory alow. Thoy worked hard for a 
long timo and made but vory few oonvertB, 
and thoao convorla wore rrquirod to enduro 
fierce persecution : 

" Prior to tho yoar 1871!," sayB the ro- 
port, " but little direct missionary work 
could bo done in Central Japan. It meant 
death to a Japaneao to receivo baptism ; it 
was a ponal oiler oi to sell evon an Eogliah 
Bible, and it wub impossible to find a 
Japaneeo audionce which dared to listen to 
tho preaohing of tho gospel. Tho removal 
of tho edicts against Christianity from tho 
bulletin boards of tho empire, during the 
firat part of 1873, prepared tho way, ao that 
in tho autumn of that y<"»r little companiea 
of Japaneao gathorod in Kobe, in Oaaka and 
In Sanda, who gladly listened to tho gospel 
and studlod tho Biblo." 

Great accessions woro mado to tho Chris- 
tian ohurohes of Japan in ISS.'i, which ap- 
pears to be the great revival year in that 
oountry. So many wore added to tboso 
churohes in the suoceoding years until 1S89, 
that many predicted that tho whole empire 
would be oon verted to Christianity. Since 
that timo tho increaso dpeB nob appoar to 
havo been so rapid.

DOUBLE DROWNING. 

Two Chums Meet Their Death In Sad Succes- 
sion the Fruser. 

News of a somowhat uncommon drowning 
isooident is brought from the Fraser river by 
Thomas Wholuu, one of the orow of tho tug 
Vancouver, which has been employed hauling 
fish there for some time past. The accident 
befel a young Englishman named Albert 
Sutton, who is well known is this oity and 
who in company with Pote Cnristcn- 
eon started out from here to go 
fithing on the Fraser on the 24ch 
of Juno laBt. The two workod together 
from the commencement of tho sockeye run 
till the 6th of July, when Christenson 
met his death. While returning from South 
Bond their boat waa Btruck by atquall, and 
through its capsizing Christenaen was 
drowned. Afterwards Sutton sought an- 
other partnor in a young follow named 
CuBick, supposed to havo been fiahbg for 
tho Brunswick cannery. On Monday morn- 
ing last tho two wore bound for Now West- 
minster, when tho aocor.il accident be f el 
Sutton u short discanco on ihla side of that 
cliy. Whilo sailing before u strong wind the 
sail of their boat jibed and struck Sutton on 
tho head, knocking him overboard and evi- 
dently stunning him so that his death came 
suddenly in thu water. 

Mr. Wholan, who was very much at- 
tached to Sutton, haa beon making numer- 
ous inquiries about the accident and Iiub 
hopes of tho body boing reu >vorod, ae he 
thlnka it next to impoaaiblo for a corpao to 
float in tho rivor without being ontrapped 
in some of tho numerous nota. He haa 
tolographed tho coroner at Stovoaton con- 
cerning tho matter, and is also anxioua to 
see Cuaiok whom he has aa yet boen unablo 
to locate. Christenson and Sutton both 
stayed at his place beforo leaving Victoria,

During the war he saw a great 
doal of service, being present at the two 
days' fight on tho Rappahannock, at tho 
second battle of Bull Run, Antlotam and 
the capture of Petersburg, boeidoB other 
notable engagements. He was Adjutant- 
Ganoral of the army of the Potomao in

Yesterday the party wero tho guestB of 
Genoral Roborts, U.S. consul, and with 
blm called upon tho Governor-General In 
the morning. Afterwards they drove about 
the oity and visited Efquimalt, but did not 
go aboard the warships. The party left 
this morning (or Vancouver, and will roturn 
to Soattlo by roil.

British Columbia to Have a Trap 
Shooters' Association — Cham- 
pionship Shoot Here. 

Portland Wants au International 
Cricket Match -atanbury ami 
Gaudaur Invited. 



Trap shooting haa been hiving a bo.im in 
Victoria during the pusti week, not a noiay, 
fireworks boom, but a quiet, effective rally 
of the forces that has rosultod in the organ- 
izjtion of a third gun club for the oity and 
of a trap Bhootors' association for the prov- 
ince of British Columbia. The former has 
boen facetiously or jealously christened the 
" Hayseeds," but that is not an otEcial 
namo duly registered and to be worn in so- 
ciety— nor will the members theroof answer 
to the roll unless properly addressed us 
marksmen of the Capital City Gun Club. 
Mr. F. A Gowen has boon ohosen i\a presi- 
dent of tho now club and Mr. Hamilton 
Smith fills the oUioo of Bocrotary-rreaaurer. 
A joint mooting of tho Capital, Union and 
Viotoria gun oluba, held a few evonincs 
ago under the presidency of Mr. 
J. MoB. Smith, resulted in tho 
formation of the association. It was at the 
same meeting decided to hold a British 
Columbia championship shoot over tho Oak 
Bay traps on Saturday, tho 21at of Septem- 
ber. Tho championship is to bo decided in 
a hundred bird race, 50 Bluo Rocks at un- 
known trap and angle and 50 at known — 
sixteen yard rise. Tho prize will bo tho 
aovotod title and a handsome gold medal. 
A good programme of miscellaneous events 
will follow tho ohampionship shoot, the 
day's sport opening at 9:30 in the morning. 
Tho assooiatioD, it was aecided, is to bear 
the name of the British Columbia Trap 
Shooting Association and shall include all 
bona fido gun olnhs in tho provinoo. The 
objeot of its existonce is to bring together 
tho trap shooters of tho province, und to 
hold championship events annually In oon 
neotion with a tournamonb arranged on tho 
same principles as those of tho Sportsmen's 
Association uf the Northwest. Tho object 
of tho trap shooters' association of British 
Columbia will, in a nutshell, be to promote 
generally the legitimate interoeta of trap 
shooting. Tho revised rules of the Ameri- 
can Association of Trap ShooterB have been 
adopted, and a second mooting for the com- 
pletion of organization will bo called by Mr. 
H. N. Short, the secretary pro torn., as soon 
as the other gun cluba of the province shall 
have been hoard from and the copies of the 
revised rules como to hand.

A public meeting was convened at the 
150-Mllo House on the evening of Auguat 5, 
to give tho residents of that part of tho coun- 
try an opportunity of interviewing the Chief 
Commissioner of Landa and Worka and 
bringing to his notice some of their griev- 
ances.

dents of thia part of tho country waa whether 
there Bhould bo any other road than the one 
via the 150 into the Horse fly country. The 
government had granted $500 to each road to 
aaalst in construction thia year, and they 
had also expended $3,000 on tho road via 
the 10S Milo House, and ho wbb informed 
on very good authority that the company 
represented by Mr. Hobson had constructed 
a coneiderablo number of miles themaelvea 
on that same road. He explained that 
suppliea coming from below would save ot 
least thirty mileB of travel by using the 
lOS MIlo road, but aa agricultural produce 
from the neighborhood of tho 150-Mile could 
be taken in more expeditiously by the 150 
road the government had also granted 
assistance towards the construction of that 
road. It would be manifestly unfair to 
compel teama to travel thirty mileB cut of 
their way to get into the Horstfly, when a 
good route could bo found at the 108 It 
appoared to him that the settlement at 
the 150 aeomed to be in a fairly prosperous 
condition, and he waa very pleased to notice 
that fact. 

Some remarks had bscn mado at tho open- 
ing of the meeting in reference to assisting 
private individuals and corporations, and he 
considered that a company whioh had ex- 
pended in the neighborhood of $300,000 to 
develop a mino which required a large 
amount of capital to open up and a company 
that Btill waa expending largo amounts, waa 
entitled to a good deal of consideration and 
the government was justified in giving the 
trifling aaalataneo they had done. In many 
casea a few Bettlera would take up land re- 
mote from any main road and then ask the 
Government to expend a goodly sum to 
give them a road to get "their 
produce out. As a rule the gov- 
ernment gave Buch assistance to these 
settlers as tho merits ot their oaso deserved, 
and how could they then refuao to grant 
aome assistance to the mining companies in 
Horstfly, one of which had already expend- 
ed in tho neighborhood of $300,000 He 
wae sorry to tee euch a feeling existing at 
tho 150, and hoped that after the explana 
tion given a better feeling would prevail, 
A parallol caBe wbb on record where two 
roadB had boen built, and that waa the two 
roads to Lillooet, ono via Clinton and one 
via Marble canyon. No complaint waa 
made by tho residents of Clinton becauso 
Lillooet oould get supplies, etc, , in by a 
ahorter road than by Clinton, and why 
Bhould tho 150 people object to tho road 
boing built by the 10S as well as by the 150 

Referring to tho remarks made by Mr. 
Borland, tnat it was assisting a private 
company when olhera had discovered tho 
wealth iri Horsefly and would have 
worked, he thought the Btatement some 
what exaggerated. It took a largo amount 
of capital to work thoae claims, and moat 
unfortunately for tho discoverers they did 
not havo tho neceBBary meana at their com 
mand to develop tho minoB, and tho minos 
would etill be lying dormant if such com 
panies as thoae represented by Mr. Hobaon 
and Mr. Whittior did not see fit to inveat 
lai ue euniB of money for thoir dovolopmont. 

Hon. Mr. Martin then went on to explain 
the proviaions of tho land ,ict as amended 
last Bession, aud aaid ho was sorry to find 
out that bo mony people had not mad 
themcelves acquainted with tho act. He 
Informod tho meoting that on finding out 
thia f ict ho had written down to the asaict 
ant Commiasioner of Lands and Works to 
have circulars printod with tho amendmont 
ai contained in olause 5, and posted on con- 
splououa plaoes In tho various districts. 
After answering a fow questions, ho thanked 
tho meoting for tho patient hearing whioh 
had been given him, and Bald that although 
thia waa his first visit to the district, he 
hoped it would not be tho last, and that Dr. 
Watt having triod to impreBB upon him that 
It was not an opposition meoting, he wanted 
thorn to understand that tho government 
did not Ignore the rlghta and requirements 
of any part of tho province whe ther thoir 
aympathica were opposition or othorwiso. 

Dr. Watt then addressed tho meeting and 
aaid tho 108 Milo routo waa not In the publio 
interest, and that it had been laid out by a 
relative of a gentleman who had lntereata at 
tho 108. It was, therefore, not fosr to the 
publio or tho road superintendent to havo 
the report of Mr. A.Stovenaonaotedupon. In 
faat Mr. StevenBon thought a good routo 
could havo beon found at 111, Ho said it 
waa outrugooua lolly to oonstruct tho road 
via 108, and deolared how warmly he felt 
on tho matter, aaying that misrepresenta- 
tions had been made to tho lato commission- 
er, Hon. F. G. Vernon. He then procooded 
to at'ack tho Horstfly company, and said 
they wero otornally diBgraoed for draining 
money from tho public treasury and not pay- 
ing the oontraotor. Ho concluded his ro- 
marka by moving a vote of thanks to tho 
Chiof Commissioner, whioh was unanimously 
carried, and the Chiof Commissioner having 
replied the mooting camo to a oloae.

A bathiiiq dress requires in these tin 
do oieclo days umcli consideration. The 
time has passed when any old thing was 
suitable to wear in bathing, anil small 
wonder, for it' there is any costume 
which is more conspicuous than a bath- 
ing dress, shows mure plainly any de- 
fect tit' figure, that gown hits not yet 
been designed. 

There are bathing suits and bathing 
Knits, and the cheuper varieties for sale

semblance to those turned out by good 
dressmakers as does a cheap shirt waist 
to one made by a tailor, not so much 
even, fur there is more difference in the 
cut. 

The bathing suits worn at the differ- 
ent fashionable bathing places give scope 
for a wide diversity of taste. The out- 
line, the general style, maybe the same, 
but individual fancy is displayed, and 
absolutely different effects are gained 
with tli" . aine material. The best look- 
ing waist.- are made with a pointed yoke 
back and front, from which to the waist 
are laid side plaits. The plaits vary in 
size according to the figure. There is a 
difference of opinion as to whether the 
collar made on n high band and turned 
over is more becoming than tho broad 
sailor collar and vest front, like the sail- 
or suits, but certainly tho trim, neat 
look of the former when finished with a 
neat tie of black silk is very fetching. 

A safe way to make a suit is to have 
the waist firmly attached to tho knick- 
erbockers, fastened at tho sides and 
reaching just above the knee. If it is 
preferred to have them below tho knee, 
they must be short enough not to show 
below the skirt. Elastic bands run 
through the hem will keep them in place 
and at the same time bo an additional 
support to the stockings. Tho skirt 
should be long enough to como below 
tho knee and should be carefully hung.

Tho First Step In Music Is a Critical One, 
Therefore Start Right.

An 
injudicious teacher often gives the child 
such a distaste for music that the first 
impression can never be obliterated. It 
is necessary to win at oneo the respect 
and confidence of the pupil and to in- 
spire her mind with enthusiasm for mu- 
sic. If tho teacher is endowed with a 
love for 1 • profession and with a tact 
fur imparting instruction, tho lessons 
can be presented in such a novel way 
that the child will never weary. 

With young beginners either Lon- 
don's "Pianoforte Method" or Gold- 
beck's "Primary Instructor" is unex 
celled as a guide.

Blackberry Cordial. 

Blackberry cordial is n famous old 
time preparation. It is put up in many 
families purely as a medicine, its effi- 
cacy being generally acknowledged. Put 
about 4 quarts of blackberries into a 
stone jar and set the jar in a pot of 
warm water over the fire. Lot tho wa- 
ter liuil fur half an hour. At the end of 
this time strain tho berries, pressing 
out id] the juice. 

Add half a pound of sugar to every 
pint of juice anil to every ~ pounds of 
sugar use half an ounce each of pow- 
dered cinnamon, powdered allspice and 
grated nutmeg. Let the mixture boil 
for two hours. Add half a pint of pure 
French brandy to every quart of juice 
used in the preparation. Bottle the mix- 
ture and si t it away fur about thrco 
months to becomo mellowed.

She 
padded tho seat, back and sides, with 
cotton and covered tho whole with cre- 
tonne, tacking it on with brass headed 
tacks, and also tacked on a little valance 
to tho front odge of tho seat to hang to 
tho floor. The bottom was left on the 
box, and it proved to bo a particularly 
substantial and serviceable affair. 

Iteclpo For Lemon Ice. 

Squeozo tho juice of six lemons into a 
bowl and strain tho mixture; add a 
pint of sugar and then a pint of water. 
Stir this until the sugar is dissolved. 
Freeze in tho usual way. Before tho 
mixture is quite stiff remove the dasher 
and pour in a cup of rich cream. Stir 
rapidly n few minutes, but do not churn 
tho mixture with tho dasher again.

ALBERNI GOLD MINES. 

Further Discoveries of Klch Gold- Bearing 
Ledges on Other Creeks. 

Every day brings news of further diacov- 
erioa of gold-bearing lodgoa in Albornl dis- 
trict. The mountains are swarming with 
prospectors, and before the aoaBon onds 
many other finds will undoubtedly be made. 

Tho latest find is thab mado by a prac- 
tical miner named MoAlllster, who is em- 
ployed by a VS ellington syndicate. At the 
head of Mineral creek some time ago he 
located six olaims on promising ledges, ore 
samples from which assayed havo averaged 
§140 to the ton, the gold being visible in tho 
quartz. Since thab find McAllister baB 
been proepooting in the mountains nearer 
the coast, and Albernl advices of yesterday 
state that he has made another diaoovory tf 
free milling gold twelve miles below tho 
town, on Coleman creek, which emptieB into 
tho canal. This is outBido tho railway belt. 
Like tho Mineral creek ore, tho gold is 
thickly encrusted on tho quartz, and aBBays 
run into the hundreds of dollars per ton. 

The steamer Maude brought down a num- 
ber of samples of ore from a large deposit 
just discovered on Granite creek. ThoBe 
show rich in copper, and carry silver. Mr. 
Sutton, who is reporting on tho district for 
the government, is now inspecting tho 
ledges on wranite creek. He has already 
secured several boxes of samples from tho 
various claims in tho China creek basin, in- 
oludlDg tho marveloualy rich rock found in 
the Missing Link, on Mineral crcok. These 
will be placed on exhibition on his arrival 
in Victoria. 

The Warsplte, Viotorio, Albernl, Chicago 
and Missing Link claimB on Mineral creek 
havo been nurveyed by Mr. Ralph, and ap- 
plications for crown grants to them are being 
made. 

It is understood thab a live-stamp mill is 
on the way from the East, and will be 
plaued uu Mineral Creek, for tho purpoBO 
of aiding in the development of tho lodges 
thero. 

The population of Alborni and Nanaimo 
districts are greatly excited ovorltho recent 
finds, and everyone ie talking minos. Vic- 
toria, although chidly concerned, haa not 
yet evinced that intoreat in tho dlecoverles 
which they demand. 

A THRIVING SETTLEMENT. 

Bright Prospects Tor the HetUers in the Port 
San .man Valley. 

Joseph Williams and slxteon settlerB of 
Port San Juan are in tho city, some buying 
provisions and others on business of an en- 
tirely dilL-rent nature Mr. Williams is 
tho telegraph operator at Sin Juan, and it 
was in a small sloop belonging to him that 
the party e»me. Two of the Bottlers aro en- 
deavoring to negotiate with lumbor mer- 
chants hero for tho sale of red cedar and 
white pine, of which timber San Juan valley 
possesses a plentiful supply. There are now 
between eighty und ninety settlors located 
in tho San Juan valley — all workers, Mr. 
WllIiamB says, and a people whom ary 
placo should bo proud of having. 
1'hoy aro gradually clearing tho land 



of Its heavy timber and their farm work 
this year has been rewarded with splendid 
crops. The potato yield will bo much 
larger than expected, for in tho beginning of 
the soaBon attacks of inBoots or wormB 
seemed to threaton almost entire destruction 
t o tho crop. For the past two months there 
haB been no rainfall In San Juan, but not- 
withstanding thiB the grain crops are very 
promising. Tho assessment work on bIx 
mining claims on tho Gordon river will 
shortly be commenced, and now claims are 
about to bo taken up, Mr. W illiams and two 
others havo this summer located a galena claim 
which promises to be of much value. Coal 
haB also boen diBoovored In tho valley by A 
Blackley. Next year the settlement is ex- 
peoted to take even moro rapid atrideB. In 
October next Dr. Baird intends, upon his 
arrival, to erect a largo sanitarium, and haB, 
it is understood, alroady chosen a site for 
the building. His fither-in luw, Mr. Mo- 
Kinnon, who is a largo cattle ranoher on tho 
Tipestone river, will acoompany him- The 
latter will take a largo number of cattle 
with him.

BRITAIN'S DEMANDS. 

Rt. Hon. Professor Bryce on the Chinese 
Missionary Massacres. 

New York, Aug. 1G.— A special to the 
World from London says : 

Professor Bryco, a member of the late 
cabinet and the author of tho " American 
Commonwealth," in the House of Commons 
lobby mado the following statoment in an 
interview on tho quostion of tho Chinese 
massacre : 

" The members of tho lata cabinet have 
not decided on any parliamenbary action re- 
specting tho Chineso massacre. Wo muBt 
wait until we hoar whit tho present govern- 
ment has to say on tho subject in the Queen's 
speech," 

" Do you expect dtbito on tho massacres 
before parliament adjournB '! " was asked. 

" I certainly think it Is a tiuestion wo 
must hear a groat deal about. It is of great 
importance both to this country and to 
America." 

" Do yon consider that Btrong action 
ahould be taken 1" 

" I cannot speak anthoritativoly on that 
point until 1 hear the dlapatchea whioh have 
boen reeelvi d by Lord Salisbury from our 
minister at Pekin.
